_work, The Minister of Railways 
says this includes the terminal 
ground in Strathcona, but even al- 
lowing this, and allowing also for 
some preliminary survey expenses, it 
is not possible to account properly 
for this large payment with so little 
work done. 

Then take the case of the Calgary 
North Eastern on which there aro 
54 miles of grade built under a 
guarantee of $13,000 per mile, in 
connection with’ which progress esti- 
mates are dated January 31st, 1914, 
and signed February 20th, 1914, by 
N. H. MacLeod, chief enginepr, and 
certified to by R. W. Jones, \provin- 
cial government railway engineer. 
The total amount of the estimate is 
$333,474.89. On the percentage basis 
on which progress’ estimates are 
paid out the company received $209;- 
203.06, making an average of $40,- 
000 per mile for grade which 
completed as of that date. Tho 
payment however, included _prelimin- 
ary engineering and contingencies 
$30,315 and $58,800 for a right a 
way through the City of Red Deer. 

In the first place there is not near- 
ly the'grading done on this 54 miles 
of grading which the progress esti- 
mate sets forth, in other words 
there is an over-statement of. the 
amount of work done. In the sec- 
ond place the right of way through 
the City of Red Deer- being a very 
large item in the estimate of $58,- 
800 has not been purchased by the 
Canadian Northern Western -Railway 
Company. . 

In the year 1915 the City of Red 
Deer assessed the Canadian Northern 
Western for this right of way as 
well as two other parcels of pro- 
perty which they now own in _ the 
City of Red Deer, one'being assessed 
for $400 and the other for $600.
